The Government Resolution, dated 25th May 1880, on the Board’s report on the 
collections of Ruad and Public Works Cesses for the year 1878-79. 

The new Cess Act received the assent of the Governor-General on the 
ist October 1880, so that the collections of the road and public works cesses 
were made under the old Acts during the year under review. These Acts 
were in operation throughout the year in all districts in Bengal, except 
Singbboom, the Sonthal Pergunnahs, and the Chittagong Hill Tracts. The 
collection of both cesses was, as in the previous year, made by a single agency. * 

2. The public works cess was levied at the maximum rate of six pies* 
in the rupce in all the districts in which Act IT (#.C.) of 1877 was in force. The 
road cess was levied at the maximum ratein all districts in which Act X (B.C.) 
of 1871 was in force, except. Backergunge where it was levied at half, and 
Sarun, Chumparun, and Lobardugga where it was levied at three-fourths the 
maximum rate. 

8. The form of statement I appended to the report, showing the demand, 
collections, and arrears of the two cesses on lands and mines, has been slightly 
altered. The Board have omitted the column showing the percentage of 
current collections on current demand, retaining only the column showing 
the percentage of total collections on current demand. The Board admit that 
this method of estimating the work done is not equally applicable to all cases. 
The Licutenant-Governor has found it impossible to form any accurate compa- 
rison of the relative merits of the work done in each district on a reference to the 
lists framed ou the basis of this test. An officer, who has considerable arrears to 
collect as well as the current demand, may show extremely good results, though 
the current collections may not jiave been really satisfactory; while an officer 
awho has practically collected all the Government dues, but who had no arrears — - 
to start with, may appear to have done inferior work. Thus Darjeeling shows 
116 per cent., the gross collections amounting to Ks. 89,225, while the current 
demand was only Rs. 88,796. But this sum of Ks. 89,225 includes 
Rs. 10,343 collected on account of arrears, and the year closed with a 
Pits gross arrear balance of Rs. 11,383, consisting of Rs. 7,202 on account of old 

arrears and Ks, 4,181 on account of arrears of the year’s demand. Pooree-on 
the other hand shows only 97:1 per cent., although asa matter of fact the 
gross collections actually exceeded the net demand, some advance payments 
fore1880-81 being included. The cause of this was that considerable advance 
ke collections had been made in the previous year, while there was no outstand- 
ing balance. Thus the “current demand” having been forestalled, the 
actual collections compared with it appear to show a deficiency. The Lieu-

road cess, and Rs. 85,01,254 to public works cess, The demand wear ‘ 


cess showed an increase of Rs. 98,440 compared with the previous year, while 
under public works cess, there was a decrease of Rs. 2,435. The cause of 
the increase under road cess is to be found in the fact that the contribution was 
raised in Rajshahye from three-fourths and in Gya from one-half rates to full 
rates. In the public works cess, on the other hand, full rates were levied in both 
years, and the Board justly remark that in the interval between the comple- 
tion of the valuation and re-valuation, there must be a tendency to decline, cases 
of hardship, diluvion, or double assessment leading to remission, while no 
enhancement can be made. ‘Thus the gross demand, including arrears, for both 
cesses amounted to Rs. 78,50,206. Of this, Rs. 69,16,283 were collected during 
the year under review, exclusive of the amount collected in advanec in the 
previous year, but inclusive of the amoant collected in advance for 1880-81 ; 
Rs. 21,289 were remitted; and there was left an outstanding balance of 
Rs, 9,22,758, namely, Rs. 4,389,311 on account of road cess, and Rs. 4,838,447 
on account of public works cess. Of the gross arrears before remission 
(Rs. 9,44,047) no less than Rs 1,74,934 had been outstanding more than a 
year. This is not satisfactory. The arrears have been reduced by Rs. 90,071, 
the percentage of arrears on the gross demand being 11:7, against 132 in the 


‘© previous year, 145 in 1877-78, and 12:3 in 1876-77, the earliest year in which 


the operations were of suflicient magnitude to adwit of useful comparison. 
The Lieutenant-Governor looks for beiter results under the procedure of 
the new law during the current year. 

5. There was a considerable decrease in the gross amount of arrears at the 
close of the year in Backergunge, Chittagong, Noukholly, Mymensingh, Sarun, 
and Furreedpore. In Buckergunge there was 4 very satisfactory decrease in the 
old balance from Ks. 1,483,841 to Rs. 18,121, and in Chittagong the old balance 
was reduced from Rs. 57,635 to Rs. 5,918. In the other districts named, 
however, a large portion of the old balance remained uncollected at the close 
of the year. ‘The least satisfactory figures in this respect are those of Mymen- 
singh, where the old balance was only reduced from Ks. 56,821 to Rs. 28,373. 

In Moorshedabad, bhagulpore, Gya, Durbhunga, Shahabad, Rajshahye, 
and Cuttack, there was a considerable increase in the arrears, and in Shahabad 
a large part of the old balance remained uncollected. The Board justly remark 
that in the absence of any special explanation, the results in Gya, Durbhunga, 
and Shahabad can only be ascribed to unsatisfactory administration. 
In Moorshedabad a great part of the balance is due from Wards’ estates 
which have not sufficient funds to pay the cess demand after discharge of tire 

“Government claim for revenue. ‘The same cause affected the balance in 
Rajshahye. In Bhagulpore the plea of the insuflicieney of the provisions of 
the old law cannot be accepted, while neighbouring districts with the same 
machinery show so much better results. ‘The explanation offered in regard to 
Cuttack is not satisfactory. ‘The Board have called for a further report, and 
this will be awaited. 

On the whole the Lieutenant-Governor finds the administration of the 
cesses to have been creditable to the local officers. The Collectors of Backer- 
gunge and Chittagong are deserving of special commendation for the energy’ 
Haolaged by them in reducing the arrears, and the Lieutenant-Governor 
hopes that the facilities afforded by the new law will enable district officers 
generally to make the collections keep pace with the current demand. 

The Board append figures to show the progress made during the first 

* quarter of 1880-81 in realizing the arrears outstanding at the close of the

vof a general proposal of the Government of India to lay down a fair percentage 
of the collections in all such estates as the Imperial share, leaving the 
remainder as a provincial asset to cover the costs of wmanagement.

Letter No. 38, dated the 23rd April 1881, from the Vice-President of the Board of 
Management of the Reformatory School at Alipore, forwarding ‘the report of 
the Superintendent for the year 1880. 
Read also— 

The report for the preceding year and the orders of Government thereon. 

There were 96 boys in the school on the Ist January 1880, and’ during 
the past year there were 24 fresh admissions—15 from the mofussil, and 9 
from the Police Courts of Alipore and Calcutta. In addition to these, 2 
"boys who had previously escaped were recaptured, ‘The total number in the 

school during the year was thus 122. Of these, 11 were released on the 
expiry of their sentences, 2 were made over to the care of their friends before 
the fermination of their sentences, 2 died, 3 escaped, and 1 boy was 
«sent before the Magistrate for trial for a theft committed in the school. The 
number of boys remaining in the Reformatory at the end of the year was 
therefore 103, of whom 55 were Hindoos and 46 Mahomedans, The avera 
number of inmates has risen from 49°62 in 1878, the year in which the school 
was established, to 85°67 in 1879 and 98°32 in 1880. During the whole of the 
~past year the school was quite full, and fresh inmates could only be received as 
vacancies occurred, 

2. ‘There was considerable improvement in the conduct and behaviour of 
the boys during the past year, and although discipline was strictly enforeed, 
the average number of punishments per inmate fell from 11:8 to 8:2. Most of 
the punishments are of a very trivial nature, but every case is recorded, and 
the punishment book is submitted weekly for the examination of the Board. 
The mark system under which each boy is able to earn a small weekly allowance 
for’ good conduct and industry continues to work successfully. Half of the 
sum earned is given to the boy to spend at once in any harmless way he 
pleases, and the other half is placed in the Savings Bank where it accumulates 


until his release. Altogether Rs. 63-11 was thus deposited by the boys during the ~

5. The total expenditure on the Reformatory during the year amounted to 
Rs. 13,100 as compared with Rs. 11,428 in 1879, the cost per head bei 
Rs. 132-5-7 in 1880 against Rs. 133-5-6 in 1879. The only items for whi 
there was an increased expenditure per head of the inmates were clothing and 
fixed establishment, the increase in the latter being due to the confirmation of 
Mr. Kirschner as Superintendent. There was a decrease of Rs. 1-14-8 per head 
in the cost of diet, and of Rs. 1-2 per head in hospital expenses. 





6. The Manufactory Department of the Reformatory made great progress _ 


during the year. After deducting the cost of raw materials used in manufac- 


* tures, and the pay of the extra trade instructors, the net profits amounted to 


Rs. 2,538 as compared with Rs. 1,589 in the previous year. In addition to 
this, the boys were employed in carrying out some minor public works in con- 
nection with the school, and the value of their labour on these works is estimated 
at Rs.415, so that the net profits of the boys’ work really amounted to® 
very nearly Rs. 3,000. This result is, the Lieutenant-Governor considers, 
very satisfactory, and creditable to the Superintendent. The trades ‘taught 
were those of the carpenter, tinsmith, cane-worker, blacksmith and Book- 
binder ; and good work was also done in the garden, which yielded a consider- 
able profit by the sale of the surplus produce after the requirements of the 
school had been supplied. 

7. Sir Ashley Eden is glad to find, from the concluding paragraphs of 
the report, that there is already some evidence that the inmates of the Refor- 
matory are being permanently benefited by it. Out of six boys released 
during the years 1879 and 1880, and regarding whom information has been 
received since their release, only one is reported to have relapsed into habits of 
dishonesty. One of the boys who was released in March 1880 obtained 
employment as a carpenter on a salary of Rs. 15 per month. The Lieutenant? 
Governor’s acknowledgments are due to the Board of Management for the 
attention bestowed by them on the Institution during the past year. 

8. The question of the establishment of a second Reformatory for Behar 
boys is under the consideration of Government.

(1). Letters to the Commissioners of the Burdwan, Presidency, and Rajshahye and” 


. Cooch Behar Divisions, Nos. 5-7, dated the 18th January 1881, requesting 
them to report what measures had been taken in each district of their 
respective divisions upon the orders contained in paragraph 4 of the 
Government Resolution above quoted; whether any special © provision had 
been made for the removal of obstructions to drainage by any District 
Road Cess Vommittee ; how far the District Engineering Staff had assisted 
in brivging obstructions to notice; and generally what action had been 
taken by the different district officers in the matter. 

(2). Replies from the Commissioners named. 

In the Government Resolution of the 12th June last, quoted in the 
preamble, the attention of district officers was drawn to the necessity of 
providing for the general improvement of district drainage, and it was 

» observed that the District Engineer and his staff should be instructed to lose 
no opportunity of bringing before the District Road Cess Committee, and 
the District Magistrate, any obvious obstructions to drainage which they 
might discover in the course of their ordinary duties. It was pointed out 
that the existing law gives the district officer large powers of remedying such 
evils, while District Committees are empowered by the new Cess Act to 

. spend part of their funds upon “the construction and maintenance of any 
means and appliances for improving the supply of drinking-water or for 
providing or improving drainage.” As regards the more extensive schemes of 
drainage, involving questions of reclamation, the attention of district officers 
was drawn to the amended Drainage Act, and it was said that the services 
of Government Engineers would be lent for the purpose of examining 
and developing projects of that class. It was added that it would rest 
with the local officers and public bodies, or with those directly interested, 
to bring forward schemes for improvement and reclamation, availing them- 


selves of the powers which were given them under the law, and of the aid: 


' which Government was always anxious to afford them. - 


2. Very little appears to have been done in the district of Hooghl hs 


and nothing in Burdwan, to give effect to the orders of Government. The 
Commissioner states that he proposes to visit these districts shortly, 
and, in consultation with the Collectors, to elaborate a scheme for a 
systematic inspection of the drainage. His view is that a definite tract

» 4  Itis in the deltaic districts of Burdwan, Hooghly with Howrah, and 
South-Eastern Midnapore, that the question becomes one of the very highest 
importance, and I think it will be necessary for me to organize some more 
systematic manner of treating it than has yet been adopted. Undoubtedly, a 
certain amount of good work has been doue, #8 already reported in my No. 74, 
dated 12th February, quoted above; but there is a desultoriness and want of 
earnestness in the way the subject has been taken up that promises badly for 
the future. ; . 
5. In Hooghly, grants for the purpose of removing obstructions have been 
-made in seven or-eight places in the sudder sub-division. ‘Two of these grants 
were made to villages where there are Government dispensaries, the medical 
charge of which are well-fitted to superintend the works from a 
wy point of view.

11. In Midnapore, the Contai and Tumlook sub-divisions are very low, and 
the drainage is in many places much obstructed.. Here, however, we have more 
control, as the country is intersected with numerous embankments under the 
management of Government officers, and it only needs a little energy in the 
application of the Act to get the khals properly cleared of silt periodically, 
Great attention is being paid to this matter, and, 1 believe, with good results. 
In constructing roads great care is taken to avoid obstructing the natural 
drainage of the country. Causeways and culverts are freely constructed, and 
the District Engineer writes about the matter in an intelligent way, which 
shows that he thoroughly understands and attends to it. 

12. The least satisfactory districts are Hooghly and Burdwan. I am 

oing on tour to Burdwan shortly, and will then, in consultation with the 

liector, elaborate a scheme for a systematic inspection of the state of 

drainage of the district. As soon as the new Collector, Mr. Quinn, arrives at 
Hooghly, I will similarly arrange matters with him. 

18. My idea is that a definite tract of land should be taken in hand each 
year, and thoroughly cleared of all obstructions. The District Engineer should 
examine the selected tract, and submit a scheme tv the District Road Cess 
Committee, with should provide funds and carry out the work aided by 
subscriptions from wealthy landowners, who are always forthcoming for public 
purposes in Hooghly. I would make the municipalities, which lie ina long: 
unbroken line, ali along the bank of the river Hooghly, provide for their own 
drainage party into the river, and partly under the railway into the Dankoonee 
and other jheels. The tracts to be selected at first for clearance of obstructions 
should be those lying immediately eastward of the municipalities, the drainage 
of which falls naturally into Saraswati.

This obstruction has been removed, and there is now 
a good current through the Narrud during the rains, and the khal will be 
in cleared this year. The other was an obstruction to the natural drainage 

of the town near the station in a deep and clearly-defined khal which is choked 
up, the ryots having embanked it in several places. The Municipality of 
Rampore Beauleah have engaged the services of an overseer to take the levels 
of the town with a view to the preparation of a drainage scheme, and a copy 
of the District Engineer’s remarks in regard to this latter obstruction has-been 
sent to the overseer in order that the latter may investigate the matter further. 

During his last cold-weather tour the Magistrate found the formation of 
a bar across the Burral at its junction with the Mooshakhan Jolah, and 
Mr. Lyon, the Sub-divisional Officer of Nattore, reported a like obstruction 
higher up in the same river. These are not only obstructions to drainage, but 
also to an important navigable highway, and the District Engineer has been 
called upon to report what measures he can take to remove them. 

As regards the making of any special provision by the District Road Cess 
Committee for such works, the Chairman states: “ No funds have been allotted 
in this year’s budget for drainage purposes, but the subject shall not be lost 
sight of, and where the funds of the Committee can be judiciously spent in 
improving drainage, I shall not fail to advise the Committee to make an allot- 
ment of its funds for such purpose. 

4. . Pubna.—The Magistrate of Pubna reports that no special provision

7. Julpigoree.—On receipt of the Government Resolution of 12th June, 
1880, the Deputy Commissioner directed the District Engineer to form, a | 
scheme for the drainage of the town of Julpigoree ; but as the natural slope 
of the country, assisted by numerous petty streams, froms an excellent system, 
of drainage in this district, there was very little, the Deputy Commissioner 
reports, for the district engineering staff to do in this direction, 

No special provision is reported to have been made by the District Road, 
Cess Committee for such works, and Government, in the Public Works Depart- 
ment, are well aware that most pressing demands for the completion or cons 
struction of roads will swallow up the road cess funds for many years to come,, 

8. Darjeeling.—It is reported that the funds of the Terai Road Cess, 
Committee being limited, no special provision could be made for removing 
obstructions to drainage, 

All possible means are, however, being adopted to keep the side drains. 
of the existing roads clear, and increased atten tion is paid to the provision of 
sufficient waterway through the roads. 

9. As1 have said on former occasions, very little can be done for want, 
of money, unless the removal of obstructions to drainage can be carried out 
in connection with road making or road improvement, as double and treble 
the annual income of the Road Ce ss Committees could be spent on roads aud 
bridges with great advantage.

It is further reported by the Magistrate that some attention has been 
paid to the matter in nearly all the municipalities of the district that side-

is taken to improve the drainage in the construction of new village roads. 

6. In Jessore no information with regard to obstructed drainage was 
received by the District Officer, either from the Sub-divisional Officers or from 
the District Engineer; but it is reported by Mr. Barton that in fact there is 
little or no serious obstructions to drainage in the district which require to be 


-removed. He has visited almost every part of the district during his late 


cold-weather tour, and met with no instance of embankments or other large 
works raised for the purposes of agriculture or communication, causing 
injurious obstruction to drainage. He adds that the country, or at least the 
greater part of it, is intersected by a net-work of rivers and other water- 
courses, not only supplying pure drinking-water to the villages through 
which they run, but carrying off heaps of accumulated refuse during the 
rains. The want of pure drinking-water during the dry season in inland 
villages, and villages far away from rivers, is admitted by him. his, however, 
is common to all districts alike, and the only way in which it can be remedied 
is by getting both zemindars and the people themselves to combine together 
in improving the existing sources of supply. The importance of this subject 
is not lost sight of, and no opportunity of pointing out what is required is lost 
by District and Sub-divisional Officers when moving about their respective 
charges. : 

7. Writing on this subject the Magistrate of Moorshedabad states that 
within the municipalities great attention is paid to the drainage by the Com- 
missioners, and that there are no obvious obstructions. For the draining off of 
the water from within tle City Moorshedabad town, a drainage scheme has 
been sanctioned, and the work is going on under the supervision of the 
Public Works Department. This will prove beneficial to the health of the 
people. No case of obstruction to drainage was brought to light either by the 
police or the engineering staff. 

8. It is stated that the District Road Cess Committee were unable 
to make any provision for the construction of draias that might im- 
ro the sanitation of the district during the present year for want of 
funds.

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The increase in the number has been steadily maintained from 160 on 
31st December 1870 to 295 on 31st December 1880. Certain circumstances, 
however, must be taken into consideration in estimating the actual continuity 
of the increase. On the one hand it was the custom of Government in the 
earlier years to release prisoners who had passed long periods without any 
sign of insanity. On the other hand, many criminal lunatics have in the 
later years been transferred to jails who, under the previous practice, would 
have remained in the asylums. Dr. Payne also refers to unnecessary admis- 
sions caused by the action of Magistrates who committed to the asylums, 
as unfit to make their defence, persons charged with the commission of crime 
under the passing delirium of intoxication, who, on their admission, were 
at once returned as fit to take their trial. These cases, however, it is to 
be remarked, would not affect the numbers remaining in confinement at the 
close of the year. The last two years show a considerable number (15 and 13 
respectively as against 8, 7 and 6 in the three previous years) re-admitted after 
trial. These, however, are bond fide additions to the number of criminal 
lunatics actually in confinement. On the whole, the Lieutenant-Governor is 
inclined to look upon the progressive increase as actual, and, having regard to the 
increase in the short period of 10 years, he thinks it doubtful whether we have 
yet reached the limit. Dr. Payne proposes to endeavour to collect information 
regarding the crimes charged against the lunatics committed to asylums 
during the past few years. The Lieutenant.Governor will await this statement 
with interest. 

4. The total number of persons treated for insanity during the year 
was 1,104. For acute mania 188 were treated against 239 in 1879, with 10°42 
percent of recoveries against 18°02, These figures point to increased ion 
in the commitment of persons to asylums. It 1s particularly notew 
that among the ganja-smokers admitted there has been a mar decrease in 
the n of cases of temporary intoxication.

not amalgamated with the hospital returns. Of the principal diseases, anemia 
\ a decrease from 60 to 47 cases, and fevers adecrease from 169 to 
123. In diarrhaa and dysentery, on the other hand, the numbers increased 
from 58 and 91 to 71 and 107 respectively, and phthisis shows 34 against 
24. The decrease in anemia occurred at the Patna Asylum, where only 
24 cases were treated against 40 in 1879. In fevers, Berhampore 
shows a large decrease from 70 to 31, and Cuttack shows 11 only. against 
28. Dullunda is the only asylum which shows an increase under this 
head, 14 cases being recorded against 2 in 1879. In diarrheex, Dullunda and 
Dacca show a decrease, and Patna and Berhampore an increase from 24 and 8 
to 36 and 20 respectively. Patna also shows an increase in dysentery from 36 
to 49, and in phthisis from 3 to 12, There were 14 cases of phthisis in Dullunda 
against 16 in 1879. While Patna Asylum shows this large increase under 
diarrhea, dysentery and phthisis, itis remarkable that in the Patna Jail there 
was a decrease in the tirst two complaints, while phthisis was altogether absent. 
The first circumstance seems to point to some fault in the water-supply at the 
asylum, and this will be enquired into. At Berhampore the increase in 
diarrhoea and dysentery was common to both juil and asyluni; and here also 
the water-supply requires attention. It is satisfactory to learn that no injuries 
were inflicted by keepers during the year. 
6. Dr. Payne submits a very thorough and interesting examination of 
the statistics of mortality in the different asylums during the year, The 
death-rate per cent fell from 14:7 in 1879 to 12°3 in 1880.

Inthe report for 1879, allusion was made to the influence 
of ‘the distribution of the lunatics from the abandoned asylum of Haza- 
ribagh on the mortality at the other asylums. The disease conveyed from 
this asylum was still fatal during 1880. Of the 163 persons received from 
Hazaribagh, 25 died in the nine months of 1879 following their transfer, and 
22 died in 1880. Of the 22 who died in 1880, itis reported that only one 
was in good health on admission. In estimating the significance of the 
mortality at the different asylums, it is important to bear in mind the 
influence of newly admitted cases. It is established that mortality is 
much greater among newly admitted patients than among old residents. 
In Dullunda the percentages were 21 and 12 respectively, in Patna 23 and 12, 
and in Dacca 14 and 24. As the number of persons admitted to Dullunda and 
“Patna is much larger than the number admitted to any other asylum, a greater 
~ famber of deaths is to be expected. It is quite clear that diet had no connec- 
tion with the mortality. Im Dullunda meat rations were introdueed with no 
effect whatever on sickness. In Patna, where the scale was unaltered, 
mortality increased. In Dacca, where one-third of the animal }food was

Post 
mortem examinations are now made in every case in which no objection is raised 
by the relatives of the deceased lunatic. It is certain that, under this practice, 
the number of phthisis cases will, as a rule, appear large in comparison with 
that reported in former years, while there will probably be a corresponding 
réduction under the heads of anemia and debility. ‘Thus while the number of 
deaths recorded under phthisis at Patna rose from 2 to 9, the number recorded 
under debility fel] from 5 to 2. On the whole, itseems quite clear that, while 
lunatics generally are known to be liable to phthisis, there is no reason to 
believe that the condition of any of the Bengal asylums contribute specially 
to the promotion of this disease. 

7. “The total expenditure on the asylums during the year was Rs, 81,412-6-11 
with a daily average of 881°74 inmates. ‘The net expenditure, after deduction 
of Rs. 1,524-12-8, realized frorh friends of patients, and Rs. 7,486-15-3, the 
actual profit on manufactures, was Rs. 72,400-13. In 1879 the gross expendi- 
ture, with a daily average of 889:96, was Rs. 96,648-9-2, and the net expendi- 
ture Rs. 85,31'-7-7, It is to be observed, however, that the gross figures 
include the value of articles received from asylum manufactures and consumed in 
the asylum. This has been differently calculated in the two years. In 1879 
it was taken as the cost price of the actuals plus the value added to them in 
the process of manufacture. In accordance, however, with the orders issued 
on the report for 1879, the value is now taken to be theseost price only. Thus the 
gross cost in 1879 appears unduly large. It includes Rs. 12,375 on account 
of goods consumed in the asylums, while the figure for 1880" includes 
Rs. 10,918-11-1 only. The gross average cost is showu as Rs. 92-5-3 in 1880 
against Rs 108-9-6 in 1879: the net cost was Rs. 82-1-8 against Rs. 95-15-8. 

8. The average cost on account of establishment was Rs, 48-4-10 against 
Rs. 51-0-3 m 1879. The reduction was chiefly due to the circumstance that 
the Superintendent’s salary was charged throughout the year at the reduced 
rate of Rs. 273 per mensem, instead of partly at that rate, and partly at 
the rate of Rs. 609 drawn by Dr. Payne before he became Surgeon-General.

_ The progressive decrease is satisfactory. It must be observed, however, 
that the = eat cost in 1878 and 1879 was enhanced by the practice of 
showing the full market value of articles of diet prepared in the asylum, 
instead of showing the cost price of the raw materials only. The change in 
practice has had a considerable effect in the apparent reductions shown against 
Dacca and Patna in 1880. In Dullunda this cause was in great measure 
counteracted by the increase in the use of meat. The cost of diet at Dacca 
and Berhampore appears to be still unduly high. 

10. The new forms which have recently been sanctioned by the Govern- 
ment of India will show charges on account of work done by the Public Works 
Department, rates and taxes on the buildings, stationery, and European medi- 
cines. If these are taken into account, the gross average cost of maintaining 
each patient in 1880 is raised from Rs. 92-5-3 to Rs. 102-1-5, The Lieutenant- 
Governor agrees with Dr, Payne in thinking that work done for buildings 
exclusively used for manufactures should be debited to the manufacturing 
account. 

11. There was some falling off in the quantity of manufactured articles 
disposed of to the public. The value of the goods sold was Rs. 19,285 against 
Rs. 26,275 in 1879. The value of articles made over for asylum use was 
Rs, 10,918, against Rs. 12,375, the value admitted in 1879. The net prefits 
were Rs. 7,486, against Rs. 9,578, the amount shown in favour of the previous 
year, The change in the practice of giving credit for goods consumed in the 
asylum caused apparent inequalities in the profits earned. Thus Dullunda and 
Patna, which consumed a large quantity of their own manufactures, and took 
credit only for the cost of the raw material, show asmall profit. Dacca produced 
a smaller quantity, but it sold the greater part of it, and, getting the market 
yalue, it shows a much larger profit. 


12. There were 26 admissions and re-admissions to the European Insane 

Asylum at Bhowanipore. Two of the new patients were from the army, one 

was a military pensioner, and the remainder came from the civil and seafaring 
classes. The total number treated was 46 against 40 in the previous year. Six 

were discharged cured, three were made over to the Military authorities, one 

. was despatched to Europe under the Merchant Shipping Act, ten were improved 
and transferred to the care of their friends, and two died. There remained 
24 at the close of the year. Of the two deaths, one resulted from organic disease 

of the brain, and the other from disease of the heart. The patients were both 
| admitted ina hopeless condition. The general health of the asylum was ge. 
The total expenditure during the year was Rs. 20,475 against Rs. 22,095. Here, 













at Dullunda, the decrease in the salary of the Superintendent made a 

ge reduction in the total cost.

The returns for the past year compared with those for 1879 show a 
slight increase of 528 in the total number of offences reported in the Town and 
Suburbs, the increase being 51 cases in the Town and 497 in the Suburbs. Com- 
pared with the returns for the two years 1878 and 1877, there was a decrease 
of 3,646 and 2,425 cases respectively. The*following statement shows the 
number of cognizable and non-cognizable cases in the Town and Suburbs 
together for the past four years :—

These figures show a marked and satisfactory decrease in the number of 4 
cognizable offences under the Penal Code as compared with the returns of the r 
previous three years, and a slight decrease also in the number ofnon-cognizable 
offences under the Penal Code as compared with the returns of 1878 and 1879. 
In the number of offences under each of the heads of hurt by dangerous 


weapons, house-breaking, theft, criminal breach of trust, and reer stolen 









property, there was a considerable decrease ; while the increase in mi r ee | 
offences not coming under the Penal Code was mainly due to the greater g 
number of cases under the Port Acts and the law for the prevention of cruelty _ 
animals. Out of 41,522 persons arrested or summoned during the ‘ye

_ the number of reported offences in the Town, there was a decrease of 159 in the 
number of false cases, and for the Town and Suburbs together the percentage 
of false to true cases was only 1:84 as compared with 2-22 in 1879. In 71 
cases, in which false complaints were made in the town. the faets showed 
malice on the part of the complainants, and the parties were prosecuted, with 
the result that the complainants in two of the cases were imprisoned, and 
in 69 cases fined, compensation being awarded to the injured persons in 
56 cases. Though there was a decrease in the number of false complaints 
¢ in Calcutta, the proportion of such cases in the Suburbs is still much below 
Be that inthe Town. he total amount of property stolen in the Town and 
ip Suburbs was Rs. 1,384,496, of which Ks, 83,849 was recovered; and in both the 
Town and Suburbs there was a satisfactory decrease in the number of cases 
in which property was stolen. There has been a great decrease during the 
past few years in the number of offences committed by Ruropeans and 
Eurasians in Calcutta, the total number of such persons convicted under the 
Penal Code having fallen from 881 in 1877 and 854 in 1878 to 709 in 1879 
and 582 in 1880 ; out of 532 convictions of Europeans and Eurasians, 100 were 
for assault and 235 for committing public nuisances. 
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2. Cognizable crime in the Town.—The number of true cognizable cases in the 

Town was 15,899 against 14,511 in 1879 and 19,695 in 1878. Comparing the 
number of offences of each class with the number in 1879, there was a decrease 

* under every head except misccllancous offences, and offences against special 
and local laws. In cases uf hurt by dangerous weapons there was a decrease of 

29 cases, of robbery 8 cases, house-breaking 20 cases, hurt 58 cases, theft 

844 cases, criminal breach of trust 74 cases, and strect offences 320 cases; 
while there was an increase of 4 cases of homicide, 7 of grievous hurt, 4 of 
administering drugs, 94 against the Railway Acts, 107 against the Stage 
Carriage Act, and $15 against the Act for the prevention of cruelty to animals. 

Six cases of murder occurred in 1880, against four in 1879 and five in 187s, 

In three out of the six cases the murderers were arrested and convicted and the 
capital sentence was carried out. In one of the three cases in which convictions 
were obtained the murderer, a native of Manilla, killed three women and a man 
within a few minutes. In another case the murderer killed his victim, 

a girl of 16 years of age, by hacking her to pieces with a thatcher’s 

dao in a public street in the native portion of the town; it was midday 

at the time, and the thoroughfare was crowded, but none of the passers- 

by had the courage or the will to interfere while the murderer 

was striking the £7 blows that the wounds showed were struck at 

his victim. There were’ three cases of attempt at murder and three 

. of culpable homicide not amounting to murder, but in none of the cases 
was there any feature calling for notice. ‘There were 27 cases of grievous 
hurt against 20 in 1879 ond Y8 in 1878, and out of 84 persons arrested 

in connection with the offences, 20 were convicted and 2 were under 
trial at the close of the year. In three out of the four eases of administering 
~~ stupefying drugs the victims were women of the town, and the accused the men

| poisoner was his mistress. In only one of the cases were the accused convicted 
re the close of the year, but one of the other cases was then still under

It is satisfactory to learn that thefts by 
eart-drivers, which were formerly very common, have-entirely ceased since the 
early part of last year.

3. The powers of the police appear to have been used with discretion 
in the institution and pondaak of prosecutions for miscellaneous cognizable — 
offences during the past year. In accordance with the orders of Government, « — 
prosecutions on the general charge of bad livelihood are now only resorted to _— 
in very exceptional cases when notorious thieves have been arrested for lurkin 
about without any ostensible means of livelihood; there were only two su 
prosecutions in the year under review as compared with 10 in 1879. There 
were 124 prosecutions under the Gambling Act against an average of 146 in the 
previous five years, and in connection with these cases 533 persons were arrested, 
of whom 477 were convicted. In 811 cases persons were stopped in the street by 





. the police on suspicion of being in possession of stolen goods, and in considerably 


more than half the number of cases the suspicions were well founded ;,in 205 
cases the owners were found and charges of theft were instituted, while in 291 
other cases the property was confiscated either because the rightful owners Ps 
could not be found, or, wheu found, deelined to prosecute. Out of 803, persons 
prosecuted for offences under the Stage Carriage Act, 764 were convicted and 
39 acquitted. The number of persons arrested for street offences under the 
Police Act fell from 8,895 in 1878 and 4,704 in 1879 to 3,550 in 1880, of whom 
3,483 were convicted. In a city like Calcutta the police have a very difficult 
task to perform in maintaining order and enforcing the laws regarding 
sanitation and conservancy without making unnecessary arrests, and the 
Lieutenant-Governor gladly acknowledges the discretion with which the 
duty has been performed. In considerably more than cight thousand prose- 
cutions for street offences in the past two years, only 116 persons were *dis- 
charged by the Magistrates. The officers of the Society for the prevention of 
cruelty to animals were during the past year sworn in as constables, so as to 
give them the power of arrest in cases of offences under Act I (B. C.) of 
1869; 3,842 persons were convicted under the Act against 2,749 in 1879, 
only 45 out of the whole number of persons brought before the Magistrate 
being acquitted. 

4. Cognizable Crime in the Suburbs.—The number of. true cognizable cases 
was 2,812 against 3,227 in 1879 and 3,696 in 1878. There was an increase of 
three cases in the number of offences against the State and public tranquillity, Ne x 
and the number of serious offences against the person was the same as in 1879, — 
although 26 less than in 1878. In every other class of cognizable crime ~ se 
there was a satisfactory decrease, the decrease being greatest in minor _ 

_ offences against property, which fell from 1,028 in 1878 and 1,008 . im 
1879 to 838 in 1880, There were four cases of murder in the Suburbs d 
the year, the number being the same as in 1879. In two of the cases the ~ 
murderers were robbers who broke into the houses of their victims, andin ~ _ 
neither of these cases were any of the culprits detected ; in the third ¢ 
of a party of Madrassee labourers killed two of his comrades without 
any apparent motive, and was sentenced to transportation for life; 
fourth case was that of a seaman George Nairns, who was exe 

' the*murder of a native constable. There was only one case of att 
murder, and in that the prisoner was sentenced to transportation 

Convictions were obtained in 17 out of 19 cases of grievous hurt, the 

persons convicted being 19. There were fewer cases of 
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great decrease in comparison with previous years, the number of dases being 

} 583 against 776 in 1878 and 730 in 1879; the amount of property stolen was 
“© Rs. 12,764, and of this Rs. 9,243 was recovered. 

' §, Sixty-seven persons committed suicide against 59 in 1879 and 60 in 

1878. Of the 67 eases, 47 were in the Town, 19 in the Suburbs and 1 on the 

river; 27 of those who destroyed themselves were men and 40 women. In 

28 of the cases death was caused by hanging, in 24 cases by opium-poisoning, 

in 5 cases by arsenic, and in 5 cases by drowning. Of 214 accidental deaths, 

11 were caused by snake-bite, 89 by drowning, 23 by falls from trees, build- 

ings, &c., and 18 by persons being run over in the strect. Fourteen Euro- 

seamen were drowned in the river as compared with 15 in 1879, 8 in 

1878, and 41 in 1877, and of those drowned four appear to owe their deaths 

to drunkenness. Six cargo boats and two passenger boats are reported to 

have sunk owing to acollision with the Hooghly Bridge, but no lives were lost 
in these accidents. Inquests were held by the Coroner in 183 cases during the 
ast year against 195 in the previous year. There were only two fires in the 

Doms and eleven in the Suburbs during the year 1880, and at all of these the 

Calcutta Fire Brigade was in attendance. Three brick buildings, nine tiled 
»(.. huts, and ten thatched huts were destroyed, and the total loss of property 
ge was estimated at about Rs. 20,000. The only fires of any magnitude were at 

some jute godowns in Bow Bazar-street and at the Garden Reach Cotton 
Mills. 

6. Arms Act (XJ of 1878).—The trade in sporting guns and revolvers 
revived somewhat during the past year, and nearly twice as large a quantity 
of shot was imported as in the previous year; the ‘amount of gunpowder 
imported was, however, less than half that imported in 1879. The following 
statement shows the imports of the past four years :—

The returns of arms and ammunition passed out of Calcutta ander inland 
passes show a considerable decrease in the amount of ammunition transported 
for use in the Lower Provinces, and a large increase in the amount transported 
to the North-Western Provinces. There was an increase also in the quantity 
of gunpowder and caps, but a decrease in cartridges and bullets transported 
to the Assam frontier districts. The number of rifles and pistols passed out 
of Calcutta was quite insignificant. Eight hundred and fifty-six licenses under 
the Arms Act were granted by the Commissioner of Police during the past year 
‘as compared with 563 in 1879. Fifteen prosecutions were instituted under 
the Act in the Town and three in the Suburbs, but only one case, which was 
‘undertaken in concert with officers of the Cachar Police, was of any importance. 

_ Jn that case: a sircar, in the employ of the principal native dealer in Calcutta, 
procured without license a large quantity of arms and ammunition for certain 
‘agents who had come down from Cachar. It is through the agency of people 
ab do not» conform to the provisions of the law and trade without 
licenses that arms and ammunition are obtained by the wild tribes beyond the 
frontier, and it is satisfactory to know that the sircar and four others who 
were concerned in the illicit traffic were convicted and imprisoned. The 

. ineréase in the number of licenses applicd for and granted is a sign that the 
-* Jaw is now fairly understood, and that very little difficulty is experienced in 
complying with its provisions by those who have no unlawtul object or trade 
” 7. Only 10 persons were declared vagrants during the year, against 18 
‘Gn 1879 and 40 in 1878. The total number of vagrants in the workhouse, 
icluding two who remained from the preceding’ year, was 12; of these 
discharged on obtaining sm ie four were released although 
loyment could be found for them, three were deported to London, and 
ned in the workhouse at the close of the year. Besides these, three 
ho had formerly held respectable positions, were deported under 
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agreements, in which they bound themselves not to return to India for five 
years. The vost ef working the Act in Caloutta was Rs. 2,234-8. 

8. Notwithstanding the inerease made in 1879 in the pay of native © 
constables in the Town and Suburbs, the number of Bengalis who-enlist in the 
force is still very small. Out of 1,309 native constables in the Town police, only 
118 are Bengalis, the rest being up-country men; and out of »632 native 
constablesin the Suburbs, only 85 are Bengalis. Bengalis would be. at once 
employed if they could be found, but, except natives of Furreedpore, very fe 
it is stated, come forward who are at all fitted for the duties of watch and ward. 
During the year 19 members of the force were punished judicially, 14 men 
being imprisoned and 5 fined. Six of those punished were native officers, © 
of whom one was convicted of bribery, two of extortion, two of criminal 
misappropriation, and one of neglect of duty. Of the 13 constables convicted, 
three were punished for bribery, four for theft, three for extortion, »and three 
for causing hurt. Two inspectors, two European constables, and \67 native 
subordinate officers and men were dismissed the force durmg the yéar; and 
three inspectors, 14 European constables, and 18 native officers and constables 
were punished by reduction to lower grades. The number of native constables 
fined was 43 as compared with 14 in 1879, 111 in 1878, and 556 in 1877. 

9. The total cost of the Town Police force, including the salaries of the 
Commissioner and Deputy Commissioner, was Rs. 4,28,472, of which ~~ 
Rs. 2,94,229 was paid by the Municipality and Rs. 1,54,243 by Government, 
Against this latter sum, however, must be set off the fines and fees realize 
during the year, which amounted to Rs. 39,091. The cost of the Suburban foree 
was Rs. 1,50,119, towards which the Municipality contributed Rsv 72,520, and 
Governwent Rs. 77,599. Against the latter sum Rs. 5,079 was realized 
from fees and fines. The cost of the River Police was Rs. 30,007, of which 
Rs. 22,505 was paid by the Port Commissioner and Rs. 7,501 by Government. 
The cost of each of the three forces was slightly less than in 1879. 


10. Courts of the Presidency Magistrates.—The number of cognizable cases 
brought before the Chief Presidency Magistrate was 6,655, of which 6,024 
were instituted by the police, and 631 were preferred direct to the Magistrate. 

In the Court of the Magistrate of the Northern Division 5,385 cognizable cases 
were instituted—4,833 by the police and 552 direct. Out of 5,425 non-gogni- 
zable cases instituted during the year in the two courts, 2,656 were before the 
Chief Magistrate and 2,769 betore the Magistrate of the Northern Division. 
The number of persons convicted in the cognizable cases tried by the two 
Courts during the year was 15,473, and in non-cognizable cases 6,095. Against 
these 21,568 convictions, the total number of appeals preferred to the High 
Court during the year was nine, of which seven were rejected, the sentences in 
the other two cases being either modified or reversed. The total number of cases 
inwhich the punishment of whipping was inflicted by the Presidency Magistrates 
was 211, the punishment being in 128 cases for a first offence, and in 88 cases 
for a second or subsequent offence. In §6 of the latter cases sentences 
ef imprisonment were passed in addition to whipping. The Commis- 
sioner of Police has prepared a series of statements which show clearly 
the relief afforded to the High Court by the increased powers given to 
the Presidency Magistrates under Act 1V of 1877. It appears from these 
statements that during the four years immediately preceding’ the »passing 
of the Act, 88 persons were convicted at the High Court of burg! 
and 245 of theft; while during the four years since the introduction 6f 
the Act the convictions by the same Court have fallen in burglaries to 48 
and in thefts to 95. The tery Magistrates are now able to dispose Of the 
great majority of the cases that would under the former procedure have been. ie 
committed to the High Court for trial. It was stated in the Resolution onthe — 
reports of the Commissioner of Police and the Presidency Magistrates, for ~ 
the’year 1879, that legal difficulties had interfered with the proposal that 
sittings of the Honorary Magistrates should be held thtee times:a week for the 
trial of ordinary criminal cases and three times for the trial of municipal eases, 
the cost of the bench establishment being divided between Government and, 
the Municipality. It has been found impossible to.overeome: these difficulties — 
asthe law now stands, and the Lieutenant-Governor has therefore allowed + 
whole cost of the establishment required for the benches to be defrayed fr 
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eras revenues, Since the Ist January 1881, benches of Honorary 
agistrates have been sitting regularly three times a week,for the disposal 
of ordinary cases, and on the remaining three days the Magistrates have 
heard municipal cases, The Chief Magistrate’s report shows that the Honorary 
2%, capi taken great interest in their work, and as only one or two days 
ill now intervene between their sittings, it will be possible to make over to 
them serious cases which cannot be finished at a single hearing. During the. 
paren 185 cognizable cases and 77 non-cognizable cases were instituted 
ore the benches, and of the 304 persons put before them for trial 96 were 
acquitted or discharged, and 208 convicted. The proposal of the Chief 
' Magistrate that a check should be placed on pawnbrokers by compelling 
them.to enter in their books all articles pledged with them in such a 
manner that they can be identified should be separately submitted through the 
Commissioner of Police. It is impossible for Government to deal with such
